The fall of mighty Singapore is 


a major allied disaster, and we shall 
do well to recognize it as such and 
not try to shut out the wretched 
spectacle by crawling behind the 
mulberry bush of excuses. 


The Japanese by their capture of 


this tower of strength have now 
fought themselves into a favorable 
position which is calculated to en- 
able them 10 multiply their gains 
rapidly. They are going to cut a 
-bloody swpih before they are stop- 
ped, and it's my guess that "We~must~ 
withstand still more heavy shocks 
in the immediate future. 


Serious Crisis 


In short, we are in the midst of a 


crisis which calls for all our fortjl- 
tude and de-termination. It's a crisis 
we can surmount, however, if we 
keep in mind the one all-important 
and unchangeable fact — that the al- 
lies have t'ae vast resources needed 
to win" this war. 


What we have to do is stand firm 


and labor mightily to rush those re- 
sources into action. 
As British 


Premier Churchill said yesterday, 
there's only • one thing which can 
rob us of victory — a weakening of 
purpose and unity, 


Then there's this point: .We for- 


get too easily that while the fall of 
Singapore is due to" short-sighted- 
ness and unprepaiedness — call it 
negligence if you will — still in the 
main those sins were committed be- 
fore the European v;ar began. The 
allies were r.ot ready when the fully 
prepared Hitler struck. Since that 
evil day they have been battling for

the key to India and Australia. Cer- 
tainly the potentialities must cause 
anxiety on the part of the united

The surrender of Singapore doesn't 


mean that the whole allied defense 
in the Orient has collapsed. The 
Dutch, have prepared Java for a 
siege and declare ibeir intention of 
defending this prize to the last. And 
behind Java is Australia, which will 
become the allied base if Java falls. 


The Japanese new are prepared to 


unleash the full fury of their of- 
fensive against both the East Indies 
and Burma. 
Having deprived the 


allies of one of the world's most 
powerful 'oases, the Nipponese are 
in position to turn its facilities 
against the very territories which 
it was meant to motect. 


Drive for Java 


Already the Japs have created a 


serious threat in both directions. 
The immediate objective in' the 
north is to get Rangoon and cut the 
Burma road over which China gets 
virtually all her supplies from the 
outside world. 


We must expect the big blow at 


Java, heart of Indonesia, at any time 
now. 
The Japs are driving fiercely 


at the great sister island of Sumatra 
and have landed both parachute and 
sea-borne troops which have cap- 
tured the rich oil center of Palem- 
bang on the southern coast. The 
early success of the Japanese affords 
small encouragement that Sumatra 
can be held against them. 


With Sumatra in the invaders' 


hands, the position of Java would 
become doubly precarious. Having 
seen the c-jnquesfr of "impregnable" 
Singapore i". would be foolhardy to 
make predictions about the defense 
of Java.

basis of our daily lives—both in our 
reactions to our own personal prob- 
lems and our relations to our f ello w- 
men.

He traced briefly the development 


of medical science—its art and,sci- 
ence — and pointed out that the 
present tendency is to combine the 
two phases "and properly so because 
the patient is a living organism who 
reacts in a perfectly human way and 
the cold science alone is unsuffieient." 


He divided physical human ills 


into two general classes—organic and 
functional—but explained that both 
classes overlap. He dealt chiefly with 
the functional group "as they are 
the result of emotional instability 
brought on by stresses and strains 
of living and the kind of living we 
do is directly concerned with the 
kind of emotions we experience."

Emotions causing functional dis-

Fear, 
hate, 
anger,

Fliers Battle Invaders 


Driving Toward 


Burma Road 


Rangoon, Burma, Feb. 16 (AP) 


—British Imperial troops, sup* 
ported by volunteer' American 
and Canadian fliers, were locked 
in fierce combat today with two 
Japanese columns striking: across 
southern Burma toward Thaton, 
40 miles northwest of fallen 
Martaban on the Rangoon rail- 
way. 


Capture of Thaton would pave 


the way fo% a Japanese thrust 
along the rail line to Pegu, 40 
miles away and on the main 
Burma road, which the invaders 
hope to cut and inns close the 
backdoor supply route to China. 
A lone military commentator said 


ioday the situation was obscure in 
the Paan sector of Burma's Salween 
river front and it was not known 
definitely whether the defense forces 
still held Thaton. 


2 Columns on Move 


The chief Japanese threat appear- 


ed to-be ievetoping in the vicinity 
of DujnnjKil, six miles east of Tha- 
ton, toward which one column was 
striking, from a bridgehead on the 
west bank of the Salween river near 
Paan, about six miles farther east. .

Fliers Battle Invaders 
Driving Toward 
Burma Road 


Rangoon, Burma, Feb. 16 (AP) 


—British Imperial troops, sup­ 
ported by volunteer American 
and Canadian fliers, were locked 
in fierce combat today with two 
Japanese columns striking ac row 
southern Burma toward Thaton, 
40 miles northwest of fallen 
Martaban on the Rangoon rail­ 
way. 
Capture of Thaton would pave 


the way fc& a Japanese thrust 
along the rail line to Pegu. 40 
miles away and on the main 
Burma road, which the invaders 
hope to cut and thus close the 
backdoor supply route to China. 
A lone military commentator said 
today the situation w’as obscure in 
the Paan sector of Burma's Salween 
river front and it was not known 
definitely whether the defense forces 
still held Thaton. 


2 Columns on Move 
The chief Japanese threat appear­ 
ed to be levetopir.g in the vicinity 
of Duyinz»il, six miles east of Tha­ 
ton, toward which one column was 
striking from a bridgehead on the 
w-est bank of the Salween river near 
Paan, about six miles farther east. 
The otner Japanese column at­ 
tempting to fight its way up the 
coast from Martaban, aided by land­ 
ing parties put ashore from small 
boats in Martaban gulf. 
It was believed here the Japanese 
soon would be relnlorced by troops 
released from Malaya by the fall of 
Singapore, and It appeared that the 
campaign in Burma was about to 
enter a cruical phase. 


For the time being, however. 


the defenders of Burma seemed 
to have virtual control of the 
air, and official advices told of 
heavy bombing and machine- 
gunning attacks delivered upon 
the Invaders and their lines of

On his final 15-10 try, he ap- 
peared to be over by at least four 
inches but an elbow jolted the bar 
off its pins as he dcpcended. 


"I also bad figured that'I am at 


my physical peak during my sixth 
and tenth vault.

U,S, FLIERS IN 
BURMA DEFENSE

Washington, Feb. 16 (AP)—The 


spectacular triumphs of American 
volunteer fliers over the Japanese 
have been semi-officially credited 
largely to their leader, "one of the 
hottest acrobatic pilots ever to kick

Brigadier General Claire L Chen- 


nault, tall, taciturn, onetime Texas 
school teacher, was said by the Army 
Air force news letter to have sup- 
plied the spark of military genius 
for the volunteers' tea to one vic- 
tories in defense of the Burma road. 


Hailed as, "The Flying Tigers" by 


the Chinese the American volunteer 
group had destroyed at least 135 
Japanese planes in the air by the end 
of January, and. wrecked, another 50- 
on the ground, while losing only II1 


of their own pilots. 


Developed Tactics as Acrobat 


On Christmas eve and Christmas 


day alone they clawed down 48 
enemy planes 


"The tactics that enabled the 


Tigers to hang up this remarkable 
record were developed by Chennault 
during 18 years as one of the hot- 
test acrobatic pilots ever to kick 
around an air corps pursuit ship, 
and four years of observing the Jap 
air force in action," said ttie news 
letter. 


Now 51, Chennault was jolted by 


the first World war from a teach- 
ing career in Texas, -where he had 
been a high school principal for 
four years He joined the aviation 
section of the signal corps m 1917 
and became one of the Army s great- 
est pilots

men on a flying trapeze" group 
which startled spectators at numer-

General F Clair Ross said today 
that 12 commonwealth taxes pro- 
vided more than 96 per cent of the 
state's total tax revenue of nearly 
$307,000,000 dunng the fiscal bi- 
enmum ended last May 31 


In an analysis completed as 1942 


personal property tax collections 
were being received, Ross pointed 
out that seven of these 12 taxes- 
corporate net income, capital stock, 
personal property, loans, franchise/ 
insurance premium and mercantile 
—and a portion of another tax, the 
gross receipts levy, are due between 
February 15 and May 1 


The corporate net income tax 


brought in more ttian $53,000,000, 
an increase of more than $8,500,000 
over the previous blenmum. That 
tax 4s due April 15. 


Capital Stock Gain 


The tax OB capital stock ac- 


counted for $43,000,000, a gain of 
more than $1,000,000. The capital 
stock tax is due March 15 


In third place was the inheritance 


tax with $36,500,000—down $13,000,- 
000 from the previous biennium. 


Gasoline and cigaret taxes were 


next with collections of more than

Harrisburg. Feb. 16 
(AP)—U.S. 
Senator James J. Davis, veteran re­ 
publican campaigner, today became 
the first major candidate for the 
governor's chair to make a formal 
entry into the May 19 primary race. 
The white-haired Davis. In P itts­ 
burg with friends and advisers, said 
"my nominating petitions will be 
circulated beginning Feb. 28." and 
added “they will be filed and they 
will not be withdrawn." 
T hat was taken to mean his black 
felt hat was in the ring for the 
duration of the contest, regardless of 
whom the state republican organi­ 
zation supports. 
Three-Way Fight 
February 28 is the first day for 
circulating petitions, which must be 
filed within 30 days after that.

Washington, Feb. 16 (AP)—Tile 
spectacular triumphs of American 
volunteer fliers over the Japanese 
have been semi-officiafly credited 
largely to their leader, "one of the 
hottest acrobatic pilots ever to kick 
around ail Air Corps pursuit ship." 
Brigadier General Claire L. Chen- 
nault. tall, taciturn, onetime Texas 
school teacher, was said by the Army 
Air force news letter to have sup­ 
plied the spark of military genius 
for the volunteers’ ten to one vic­ 
tories in defense of the Burma road. 
Hailed as "Tile Flying Tigers” by 
the Chinese the American volunteer 
group had destroyed at least 135 
Japanese planes in the air by the end 
of January, and wrecked another 50 
on the ground, while lotung only ll 
of their own pilots.

Tve been pretty 
lucky so far on appeals of teachers, 
handing down 40 decisions and 
being reversed by the courts on only 
three." 
The teacher tenure law 


authorizes appeals to him from 
school board dismissals.

incompetency and neglect of dut\~ 
after asking a leave of absence on a 
physician's certificate showing she 
was about to become a mother and 
unable to perform her duties be- 
cause of illness.

ers I don't see how we can penalize 
them for having children."

20 DEMOCRATS 
SEEK SOLUTION 
ON CANDIDATES 


Harrisburg, Feb. 16 (AP)—A demo- 


cratic committee of 20 today began 
a canvass of gubernatorial possibili- 
ties to determine whether the party 
should unite behind one candidate 
in the May 19 primary. 


The committee was instructed to 


recommend "a course of positive 
action that will lead to victory" in 
the November elections. It will meet 
next Thursday in Hanrisburg. 


Directly involved was a contro- 


versy over whether the state* com- 
mittee should back one candidate as 
provided by party rule. 
National 


Committeeman David L. Lawrence 
says it should but U.S. Senator 
Joseph P. Guffey and State Chair- 
man Meredith Myers want the coin- 
mitte to stay out of the primary. 


All expressed the opinion that any 


issues raised in the primary would 
be amicably settled with 'the party 
united for the November election. 
Guffey and Lawrence split in 1938 
and republicans captured the gov- 
ernorship. 


Several Candidates 


Meyers has thrown his personal 


support behind Dr. Luther A. Harr, 
former Philadelphia city treasurer, 
while Lav/fence has been reported 
favoring Auditor General F. Clair 
Ross. 
Guffey has said he would 


have a candidate. 


"We were fortunate thus far that 


personal bitterness and acrimonious 
discussions have this ye&r been con- 
spiciously absent from our counsels," 
Meyers told Saturday's meeting of 35 
party leaders. 


"If we can continue thus, we need 


not fear the free expression of hon- 
est opinion nor even the possibility 
of primary contests. Candidates who 
oppose each other have never been 
the cause-of defeat in our party but 
rather the-bitter and unnecessary 
things that-have been 'said by and 
on behalf of-candidates."
